Lot as, in the first 
placo, crave iodulgonoe while we sot oyr 
corrcBpoadont riglit in rogftid to the 
attitude of this journaU The poaition 
of the Go7croor has Bcaroly toen do^ 
fintd as that of ' a pavtiBun instraotod 
to tffcct Confederation witii Canada 
■whether the pooplo desire it or not.' It 
may appear to «orvo a purpoio to pat 
the case in that form ; yot facts do not 
justify it. What we have said and etill 
Bay is Ihld : It iB the Itnowu policy and 
detormiotttion of Her Msjoatj'a GoTorn- 
ment to f^rm one great empire out of 
the Boattorcd posaeBBions in North 
America. Tbo Governor, as the Rep- 
Tcsonlaiivo of iho Queen, la inatrncted 
to promote that policy in so far ae this 
colony is oonoerned; and there is lit- 
tle reason to think that a fow reluotani 
Lundrcds would be permitted to stand 
in iho way oi the great Confederntiou 
eohemc; for it mast be remembered 
that withoat Britiih Ooiambia tho whole 
thing muat fall to the ground. Tlio 
arch oaanot stand without the kej-atooo. 
It wag scarcely to bo expected that the 
Goveraor, in replying to oddrciBBUB 
breathing an ardoiit desire for Oont<Hi- 
eration, would toll the colonistB that Her 
Majoaty was prepared, if need bp, to 
employ a little gonilo cooroion. To in- 
timate anythiDg of the kind would linvo 
beeu a8 impolitic as gratuitous. The 
language in which our corrcHpondent 
defines the colonial pblioj Of tho British 
Government is Romewbnt Btrained, and 
•xpreases too oiaoh. We equallj aati> 
cipate the frsedom of action on the part 
ot tho ofGcial members in voting upon 
Confodotutiod at tho approaching Bes- 
sior. Tlio second accusation brought 
against this jourual has, not, we are 
bound to Bay, tho plighlbSt foundation 
in faei. ThesB columns have over boon 
open to the frco and fair discussion of 
the Buhject of Annexation; nor have 
wo so far forgotten what is duo to 
tlio opinions of those who may differ 
from 08 aa to attaoh to a. proper ex- 
prtsiiion of each opinions the terms 'dis- 
loyal ' or 'treasonable.' Wo have 
. learned to roepcci tho opinions of 
Others too highly, and to placo too 
much importance upon tho right of 
freedom of diacussion to be capable 
of 'perpetrating any aaeh iraper- 
'tinent folly. Where doea oar cor- 
respondent find the Colonial Minialor 
plainly intimating that England desires 
to port with some ol her raoav distant 
colonies? Nowhere, unless in tbo 
columns of some unreliable paper like 
the Times. Every enunciation of tho 
colohial policy of the Empire goos to 
show that while Groat Britain aarncatly 
desires to retain her colonies, bIio wHl 
not retain them by force. More than 
this has never boon intimated by any 
person or paper reproaenling tho Qor'< 
ernment. Ii is ossertid ilmt, 'Groat 
Britain has held this colony at a loss 
for twenty yearn.' Wo aro greatly 
puzzled to know how that can bo, soeiug 
Bhe has uniformly refused to expend a 
aiogle dollar on ita behalf, while tho 
regiment of her placemen it has fed may 
not unreasonably be rcoouotod an Im- 
perial gain. Lois, indeed I What loss 
has Great Britain ever sustained by 
this colony ? Our impression hai b«eo 
that the balance lies on tho other side 
of tbo ledger. Tbora is no reason i« 
doubt that, nnder Confederation, tho 
tfaval Btutiou will come back. That 
can cafiily be secured us a condition. 
The iiUusion to our right to frame oora- 
moioial tarlD'd is a piece of special plead' 
iug unwonliy of its author. Do not 
all , the colonies enjoy tho same right / 
Do'not the most imt>ortaut of them en- 
joy tbo rij^ht more fully thun wo'/ 
Kuvo ihoy not cnj ))td it in by gone 
years, when tho colonial polioy ot tho 
Empire Was less permeated by infidelity 
and tainted by 'libop'? How, ibeo, 
can we accept that ciroumstanco as a 
proof of oor insigniBoanco in Linperial 
eh.limatio-.ii' If it proves anything at 
all, it proves tho very rcvirao. Our 
corrospondoiit eoiiroly misquotes Mr 
GIftdstono upon theaubject of Imperial 
guarantees, Daring last sesiloo, when 
tho puhjccl of guaranteeing loans for 
the Duminiuii wnu under consi Juration, 
ALr Gladstono In id down tbo nxiom con- 
cerning Buch guarautooH lliiU 'thpy 
should not bo given oxcopt for Jmperial 
pnr[jobf8.' Gonformably with tbu, Par- 
liumont guaranteed Oanad'.anr loans to 
tho extent of over five million dollar*, 
i?ow, iu order to understand tho moiiD" 
ing and intention of tho words 'o.xct'-.n 
for linpurial purposes,' wo bavo only 
to. look at tbo objoots for which 
thie Canadian loana were railed, riz, 
to build the Inloroolonial Railway, 
and to pay for now territory, tho 
acquisition of which was deemed uoces" 
sary to iho complolion of llio Oorifodera- 
tion Hchome. Would the conatruoiion 
of the Canadian Puoifio Kuilwaj be 
less entitled to be regarded as ialliog 
ivilbin lb6 line of exouptions sot op by 
JliflO-ladStone ? We think not ; and 
here we have reason lor holioving our- 
fiolves in perfect accord with imperial 
scnliineni. It was cnly the ©ther day 
that wo ionud a much inore reliable 
London (liipor than that quoted by our 
corrchpundent, adopting this view; and 
tho lust lOiiglish mail brings to uh u 
BtateinenL mado by u member of her 
KoioHtj'd GoTornmout, coufirmatory cl 
what migiu well bo gathefpd Irom 
liord Grauvillo'rt despatch lo our own 
(^j»rernof, viz, that bo aooD at the 



Northwest diffieulty ahnll havo boon ar- 
ranged nnd British Colatnbia included 
in tho Dominion, ibe Imperial Govern- 
ment will devote itself to the promotion 
of oontionoua railway communioalion. 
Wo observe, not without snrprise, the 
light estimation in which our oorres* 
poadect holds ' rosponBiblo government.' 
Under Confederation our powers of 
eclf-govornmont would bo co-ex'-onsivo 
with ihoso possessed by a Stato of that 
TJnion-'Wbioh:appaars singularly attrac- 
tive to some persons ; and we would 
exporicace no little difDoulty in believ- 
ing our correspondent to be so ill-m- 
formod upou the sobjeotas hie contempt" 
nous remiirkB would aeem. to Imply. 
There is ono paisajie in the commanioa- 
tion which wo confess to having read 
with considerable surprise. Our oorros" 
pondout tells us that he has been 'edu- 
catod in tho belief that national dia- 
tinoiious aro but rolios of barbarism, ^bat 
tlio \bfa oivilized a nation, tb« more elanx 
nish it is, and that oil such exact lines of 
demuroatiori ara becoming perceptibly 
tainUT under the combined influences 
of oduoulion, tho press, electricity and 
steam.* Whon one finds polygamy in 
Utah and ' free love' in Now York.itis, 
perhaps, scarcely , to be wondered at 
that & believer in international tree 
love, if one may bo permitted the oi- 
pressior, whoul " bo fcund ou Vancouver 
Island. Wo havo not tho advanlagoof 
knowing in what school our correspond 
dent acquired his education; but, for our- 
selves, wo were educated to regard thB,t 
sentiment' cbnamonly called Uoyaliy 
as Uio coniBnt which binds individuality 
into f\ horiiogeneoua niuion. It may, in- 
deed, dogonoratc into mere 'clannish- 
nes-'ij' as soinotimoe happcuj with the 
fello A'-coanlryniou of our corraspoo* 
doat; bat such is an ezceptianal oondi" 
tion. Aa one of our modern poets haa 
said —

Allbough II be nut thoae upon.' ' ' 

It is a principle doubtless ioa'plantel In 

tho human breast for wise purposes — a 
principle essential lo national exiatonco. 
And here, again, do we find history and 
facta strangely at variance with the ai- 
aertions of our correspondent. In 
what conntry have 'education, tho 
press, eleciriciiy nnd steam' had a moro 
signal triumph than in the United 
Slates i" ILava wo seen the national 
' lines of d-'marcation' booomlDg ' per 
oeptibly fainter under these infiueccesT 
Nay, where is thore aOothol' country on 
tho fuco of the earth in which those 
national disiiticlioos aro more marked f 
If we look to our own nnd other Euro 
pcan naiioiis, wo do not find these lines 
becoming Ininter us civilization pro- 
gresses. Yet we are told that loyalty^ 
pntrioliatn, is mere clanniahnefs — a relio 
of barbarism I It ill befits thoso pro- 
posing to becomo citisons of the United 

States to OOIU HUcU BBUl.iuioula, Ouoh 

lalitodinarianism may do to live by in a 
British Cbiony; but it wonld scarcely 
qualify fur citizenship in ibo Great Ri- 
pablio. Bat the most unpardoaablo 
error into whii;h our oorrospundent tia» 
fallen is lhat of Bupposing that the 
limes represonls either the Government 
or pooplo of Great Britain, upon the 
colonial question. ' . ' ,
